The 
Marine Corps personnel people were most courteous but felt that they 
could not assign another Marine officer to the Central Intelligence 
Agency at this time and also felt that you should get in vaome troop 
duty. 

Vie should like to have you, and perhaps after you have put in 
a year or so on duty with troops you could ask again through the 
Marine oorps for an assignment to this Agency, I can assure you 
that we would approve, as far as we aro concerned, your assignment 
to this Agency.
